STUDENT DATA BASE 

THE 1991 STUDENT DATA FILE IS BASED ON ALL STUDENTS WHO GRADUATED IN THE SPRING OF 
1991, AND WHO TOOK THE ACT ASSESSMENT DURING THEIR JUNIOR OR SENIOR YEAR IN HIGH 
SCHOOL. IF A STUDENT TOOK THE TEST MORE THAN ONE TIME, ONLY THE MOST RECENT RESULTS
